FIFTH  DAT — SUNDAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Conference  and  congregation  assembled  at  11  o'clock  in 
St.  Joseph  A.  M,  E,  Church.  Hymn  No.  288,  "Go  Forth  Ye 
Heralds  in  My  Name/'  etc.,  was  read  by  Bishop  Coppin  and 
sung  by  choir  and  congregation.

Bishop  Coppin  in  befitting  Avoids  introduced  Bishop  J.  Al- 
bert Johnson.  Presiding  Bishop  ltth  Diocese  of  the  A.  M.  E. 
Clinch,  South  Africa,  to  preach  the  Ordination  Sermon.  Just 
before  he  arose.  Mrs.  C.  G.  O'Kelly  sang  a  beautiful  solo. 

Bishop  Johnson's  text  was  the  Second  Epistle  of  Paul  to  the 
Corinthians,  4th  chapter,  first  and  second  verses.  He  brought 
out  the  idea  thai  the  minister  is  not  naturally  superior  to  the 
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people,  only  through  grace,  and  further  that  the  business  of 
the  preacher  is  to  reprove  wrong.  To  preach  the  gosj>el  in  its 
highest  sense  Mas  to  have  business  with  men's  consciences. 
The  presence  of  the  spirit  was  manifested.

To  1  he  Bisho])  and  Cohfereiiee: 

My  Dear  Co-laborers  in  the  Kingdom  of  God — I  stand  before  you 
today  after  another  year's  hard  work,  to  make  to  you  my  report  as 
Presiding  Elder  of  the  above-named  district.  This  year's  work  has 
been  a  hard  one  indeed  in  more  ways  than  one.  We  have  had  fight- 
ings without  and  fears  within,  but  despite  all  of  this.  I  have  a  great 
many  reasons  to  rejoice,  for  it  could  have  been  worse  with  me  than 
it  has  been.  I  am  learning  more  and  more  how  to  glory  in  tribula- 
tions. It  is  the  common  lot  of  all  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Cross  to  have 
to  fight  against  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  powers  of  wickedness, 
but  if  we  have  Christ  as  our  Captain  we  shall  come  out  of  life's  bat- 
tles more  than  conquerers.    '  If  God  be  for  us  who  can  be  against  us.'" 

Our  people  have  been  very  much  discouraged  this  year  on  account 
of  the  great  drougth.  which  was  said  to  be  the  worst  ever  known  in 
this  country,  but  after  the  great  distress  it  appears  that  the  goodness 
of  God  has  provided  enough  for  all,  not  only  man.  but  every  living 
creature,  for  which  we  should  be  thankful. 

Most  of  the  pastors  and  members,  composing  the  Morganton  Dis- 
trict have  given  themselves  more  this  year  to  the  saving  of  souls 
than  to  the  local  temporal  work,  and  in  this  they  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful, as  the  following  reports  will  show: 

Rev.  YY.  H.  Carter,  B.  D.,  pastor  Gaston  Chapel.  Morganton,  has 
had  10  conversions  at  this  point  and  12  accessions. 

Rev.  \Y.  H.  Manokoo-and  his  people  have  been  able  to  pay  the 
last  note  of  mortgage  debt  on  St.  James  church  at  Asheville.  The 
church  has  also  been  blessed  with  a  good  revival.  Number  of  con- 
verts for  this  church.  7:  number  cf  accessions.  20.  Our  Sunday 
School  Convention  met  at  this  place  and  was  well  entertained. 

Hickory  Station  has  done  well  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  C. 
A.  Stroud.  A  new  parsonage  has  been  built,  which  adds  very  much 
to  this  charge.  Also  the  notes  against  this  church,  given  at  the  time 
of  its  construction,  have  been  met.  when  due.  These  facts  speak  well 
for  this  pastor  and  people.  This  church  also  has  the  best  Christian 
Endeavor  in  the  district. 

Lenoir  Station  is  under  the  watchful  rare  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Tate.  Rev. 
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Tate  has  done  good  work  at  this  point.  He  always  has  done  good 
work.  The  parsonage  has  heen  improved,  old  d*>bts  paid,  and  the 
work  revived.  Rev.  Tate  has  also  taken  to  himself  a  helpmate. 
Number  of  converts,  19:   number  joined  the  church.  25. 

Rev.  J.  U.  Henderson  is  *n  charge  of  the  Glen  Alpine  Circuit.  This 
is  one  of  The  best  circuits  in  the  d'strict.  For  years  it  has  been  kr.own 
as  the  •"banner  circuit"  for  Educational  Money.  Rev.  Henderson  has 
improved  one  of  the  churches  on  this  w*,rk:  also  added  a  room  to 
(he  parsonage,  and  otherwise  improved  the  house.  Number  of  con- 
verts, 44:  number  joined  the  church,  CS. 

Shiloh  Circuit  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  Wilson  F.  Murray.  This  :s  the 
largest  circuit  in  the  district.  Ir.  fact  it  has  more  members  than  any 
point  in  the  Morganton  District.  B:o.  Murray  has  done  well  on  this 
work  this  year.  Nnmbei  of  convens.  :JC;  access'ons.  36;  all  joined 
the  church. 

Charlotte  Station.  Rev.  W.  C.  Cleland.  pastor.  It  is  known  by  this 
Conference  that  this  church  is  burdened  with  a  great  debt,  so  ^reat 
that  it  has  caused  Rev.  Cleland  and  his  members  a  good  deal  of  worry 
and  trouble  this  year  to  keep  the  doors  of  the  church  from  being 
closed  against  them  by  the  creditors.  Dr.  Leak,  the  chairman  of  the 
Conference  Incorporation  Board,  met  me  there  during  my  second 
quarter  and  helped  Rev.  Cleland  and  myself  to  hold  our  creditors  for 
a  while.  Rev.  Cleland  and  his  people  deserve  much  credit  for  what 
they  have  done  for  this  church  this  year.  They  have  been  blessed 
with  two  converts;  IS  have  united  with  the  church.  I  hope  this  Con- 
ference will  see  its  way  clear  to  help  our  church  at  Charlotte.  I  think 
if  we  can  get  our  church  paid  for.  it  will  soon  double  its  membership. 

Yadkin  Valley  Circuit — Rev.  Iff.  S.  Patterson,  pastor.  Rev.  Patter- 
son has  his  work  in  good  shape.  He  and  his  people  have  finished 
their  church  at  Warrior,  which  is  one  cf  the  prettiest  little  churches 
in  the  disiriet.  Number  of  conversions.  40;  number  of  members 
taken  in  the  church,  3S.  this  year.  Our  District  Conference  met  at 
this  point  and  was  royally  entertained. 

Connelly  Springs — Rev.  D.  L.  Thomas  is  our  pastor  of  this  mission. 
This  point  has  been  blessed  with  the  conversion  of  31  souls.  Number 
joined  the  church  — . 

Adako  Circuit — Rev.  C.  E.  W.  Johnson,  rastor.  Rev.  Johnson  has 
done  a  good  work  this  year.  One  church  has  been  ceiled,  another  has 
been  torn  down,  moved  and  rebuilt.    Conversions,  26;  accessions,  25. 

Hartland  Mission — Rev.  R.  I.  Patterson,  pastor.  This  is  a  small 
charge.  Rev.  Patterson  has  done  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  Con- 
versions, o:  accessions  — . 

Statesville  Mission — Rev.  R.  D.  Davis,  pastor.  This  is  also  a  small 
mission.    It  is  in  a  good  part  of  the  Stale  where  there  are  a  goodly 
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number  of  our  people,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  our  church  should  not 
grow  there. 

St.  James  Church  at  Adako,  the  church  started  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Per- 
kins, will  soon  be  completed.  When  it  Is  finished  it  will  be  one  of 
the  lest  country  churches  of  which  1  know.  Number  of  conversions, 
— ;  accessions,  — .  Rev.  C.  E.  W.  Johnson  resigned  this  church  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Asheville  Mission — Rev.  S.  O.  Mance,  pastor.  There  is  no  church* 
nor  members  on  this  place.  Rev.  \V.  J.  Jordan.  D.  D..  bought  a  lot  on 
which  to  build  a  church.  It  is  located  in  a  desirable  part  of  Ashe- 
ville, and  if  there  is  a  church  built  on  this  lot.  I  feel  that  we  can 
soon  build  up  a  good  congregation.  I  ask  the  Conference  to  please 
help  this  point  to  meet  the  note  that  is  due  in  a  Short  time. 

We  have  a  new  mission  started  near  the  Yadkin  Valley  Circuit 
Bro.  J.  X.  Scott,  a  local  preacher,  has  charge  of  this  work.  The  out- 
look is  encouraging. 

Re\.  J.  T.  Tate  has  begun  a  new  mission  at  Lenoir. 

We  were  much  pleased  to  have  a  visit  to  our  District  this  year 
from  Dr.  R.  H.  W.  Leak,  P.  E.,  and  Dr.  K.  C.  Holt,  P.  E.,  and  other 
distinguished  men  of  our  Conieience.

To  the  Bishop  and  Conference. 

Dear  Father  and  Brethren— As  representative  of  the  "Gate  City" 
District,  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  A.  M,  E.  Church,  it 
affords  me  supreme  pleasure  in  presenting  my  third  annual  report 
for  your  consideration.  In  summing  up  the  labors  and  accomplish- 
ments for  the  past  year,  in  that  1  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  been  the  recipients  of  the  Divine  blessings  of  God,  to  whom 
belongeth  all  glory,  honor  and  praise  and  dominion.  On  the  5th  inst.. 
I  met  with  a  very  painful  and  serious  accident  resulting  in  a  dislocated 
ankle,  lacerated  ligaments  and  comminuted  fracture  of  the  right 
fibula;  despite  my  misfortune,  through  Providence.  I  am  here  to  pre- 
sent my  report,  trusting  that  it  will  meet  your  approbation. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  iu  consideration  of  all  the  environments  sur- 
rounding our  work,  we  have  been  able  to  make  some  progress,  along 
both  the  material  and  spiritual  lines.  Our  creditors  have  become 
very  much  impatient,  and  are  still  pressing  us  severely;  it  is  a  sad, 
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yet  true  declarat'cn,  that  we  are  building  beyond  the  financial  ability 
of  our  people,  and  therefore  we  are  forced  to  make  obligations  which 
we  know,  at  the  time,  are  impossible  for  us  to  meet,  consequently 
wr  are  brought  to  face  the  criticism  of  the  business  world. 

In  view,  thereof,  the  Church  is  losing  its  reputation  for  honesty 
and  truthfulness,  and  in  a  large  measure  the  people  stay  out  of  the 
Church,  rather  than  face  the  grevious  and  hard  burdens  with  which 
the  Churches  are  encumbered. 

Were  :t  not  for  the  earnest  consecrated  ministers,  whose  judicial 
experience  and  wise  management  were  a  little  above  the  average,  we 
could  not  have  succeeded  so  well. 

The  District  Conference  and  Sunday  School  Convention  convened 
in  Guilford  College  and  Wins;cn-Salem,  respectively.  The  work  in 
planniing  for  the  future  development  of  the  District  was  despatched 
with  admirable  results.  Every  department  of  the  Church  has  been 
well  guarded  under  the  vigilant  eyes  of  the  present  corps  of  ministers, 
and  sufficient  interest  manifested,  in  order  to  have  every  report  go 
beyond  or  eclipse  that  of  the  past  year.  The  following  will  give  you 
a  summary  of  the  work  in  the  respective  charges: 

Bethel  Station,  Greensboro,  is  under  the  pastoral  supervision  of 
Rev.  W.  J.  Jordan,  D.  D.,  who  has  striven  hard  in  order  to  make  an 
unprecedented  record;  in  so  far  as  the  erection  of  the  most  magnifi- 
cent eight-room  parsonage,  with  electric  fixtures  for  lighting,  etc..  is 
concerned,  he  has  succeeded,  but  so  far  as  a  permanent  growth  is 
concerned  very  little  has  been  accomplished  for  several  years.  Dr. 
Jordan,  however,  is  earnest  in  his  efforts  for  righteousness,  and  is 
laboring  hard  to  bring  the  church  back  to  the  old  landmark.  His 
work  will  commend  itself,  and  he  is  worthy  of  your  most  earnest 
consideration.    His  reports  are  all  in  excess  of  last  year. 

St.  James  Station.  "Winston.  This  charge  enjoys  the  distinction  of 
having  for  its  pastor  Rev.  H.  S.  Roberts,  who  was  transferred  by  your 
Reverence  from  the  Virginia  Conference  during  the  month  of  April 
to  succeed  the  Rev.  T.  W  Cotten.  Rev.  Roberts  was  somewhat  dis- 
appointed to  find  the  church  in  such  a  critical  condition  from  a  finan- 
cial standpoint;  he  took  hold,  however,  with  a  firm  grip,  formulated 
his  plans,  and  began  work,  and  up  to  the  present  he  has  had  admira- 
ble success  in  that  he  is  gradually  restoring  confidence.  Through  his 
plans  he  succeeded  in  reaching  Mr.  Dick  Reynolds,  a  rich  philan- 
thropist, who  contributed  $100.00  on  the  indebtedness  of  our  church, 
hence  enabling  the  pastor  to  come  to  the  relief  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Conference  Incorporation  in  canceling  two  judgment  notes,  amount- 
ing to  $334.37.  Rev.  Roberts  has  fully  demonstrated  his  ability  as 
financier  as  well  as  pastor.    Hi?  repot ts  are  O.  K. 

Union  Bethel  Station.  Winston — This  charge  has  for  its  pastor  Rev. 
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A.  L.  Price,  who  knows  do  failure  as  a  General,  has  hut  few  equals. 
His  church  is  inconveniently  located  and  for  years  has  struggled  for 
existence,  due  to  that  fact,  in  view  of  1his.  the  pastor,  with  his  Hoard 
of  Trustees,  nought  a  lot  on  Trade  street,  and  have  under  construc- 
tion a  beautiful  church  edifice,  practically  enclosed,  wi;h  but  a  little 
indebtedness  remaining,  so  far  as  they  have  gone.  Before  they  are 
ready  to  enter,  however,  it  :s  necessary  for  a  good  deal  of  work  to 
be  done.    The  reports,  as  you  will  find,  are  all  O.  K. 

Wayman  Chapel.  Mt.  Airy  ;md  Dobson— Rev.  R.  L.  Tilleryf  pastor. 
This  good  brother  has  done  remarkably  well  under  circumstances, 
and  1  think  should  there  be  no  providential  hindrance,  if  in  case  he 
is  returned  he  will  do  even  a  greater  work.  He  has  given  stimulus 
and  activity  to  Dobson  Mission  as  will  be  Shown  in  his  report.  Rev. 
Tiliery  is  a  zealous  and  fearless  worker  in  the  Master's  vineyard. 

St.  Matthew  Circuit,  Burlington — Rev.  James  Tate,  pastor.  This 
indomitable  hero  of  many  battles  has  accomplished  quite  an  excellent 
work.  On  taking  charge  he  found  a  pretty  heavy  debt,  amounting  to 
$050.00,  including  interest,  which  he  has  reduced  to  $420.00.  Rev. 
Tate  possesses  those  virtues  which  characterize  a  consecrated  Gospel 
minister.  His  congregation  is  devoted  to  him  and  sincerely  plead  for 
his  return. 

Pleasant  Garden  Ciicuit  is  under  the  pastoral  supervision  of  Rev. 
J.  W.  Dalion.  To  say  the  least  of  this  great  and  good  brother  is  to 
say  that  he  keeps  a  vigilant  eye  on  every  interest  of  his  church  work, 
allowing  no  one  par;  of  the  departments  to  suffer  on  the  account 
of  a  failure  of  his  duty.  Tinner's  Chapel,  formerly  called  Goshen,  on 
this  charge  was  destroyed  by  some  of  the  white  parties  who  laid 
claim  to  the  church  property  in  order  to  deprive  the  congregation  of 
its  use.  1  advised  the  pastor  to  have  warrants  issued  for  forcible 
trespass,  and  this  point  is  now  in  litigation,  otherwise  the  Circuit  is 
in  excellent  condition. 

Liberty  Circuit — Rev.  J.  P.  S.  Chalmers,  pastor  in  charge.  This 
Circuit  is  in  very  good  condition.  Rev.  Chalmers  is  laboring  very 
hard  to  have  this  Circuit  compare  favorably  with  the  best  Circuits  of 
the  Conference,  materially  as  well  as  spiritually,  and  from  my  view- 
point he  is  doing  as  well  as  we  could  hope  for  under  circumstances. 

Altamahaw  Circuit — Rev.  S.  Jones  is  pastor.  This  is  his  fifth  year 
and  suffice  it  to  say  he  has  made  an  unprecedented  record  along  every 
line  in  common  to  church  work.  Fatner  Jones  knows  no  failures  and 
whatever  has  been  committed  to  his  care  has  been  husbanded  with 
the  greatest  precaution.  This  Circuit  has  had  a  substantial  growth, 
materially  as  well  as  piritually.  and  today  is  in  as  good  condition  as 
any  charge  in  the  district.  Elder  Jones  deserves  your  earnest  con- 
sideration. 

Guilford  College  Circuit  is  pastored  by  Rev.  H.  T.  Reddick.  who, 
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in  my  opinion,  has  done  a  very  good  work  under  the  conditions  that 
have  surrounded  it.  Rev.  Reddick  has  been  somewhat  indisposed 
and  yet  has  managed  to  keep  his  work  going.  He  is  an  excellent 
church  worker,  having  well  in  hand  the  reins  governing  his  church 
work.  You  will  find  that  his  reports  will  compare  favorably  with  the" 
previous  year. 

W'hiisett  Circuit  eDjoys  the  distinction  of  having  for  its  pastor  Rev. 
D.  Smith.  Rev.  Smith  on  "taking  charge  found  some  indebtedness 
With  which  he  had  to  grapple,  and  one  church  without  seats.  He  has 
succeeded  in  ridding  the  church  of  debt  and  comfortably  seating  it. 
This  small  Circuit  has  among  the  best  people  in  the  district  constitu- 
ting its  congregation.  They  are  both  loyal  and  faithful  to  duty.  This 
good  brother  deserves  much  credit  for  what  he  has  accomplished. 

Reidsville  Mission  — Rev.  J.  S.  Carthran,  pastor  in  charge.  This 
work  has  done  remarkably  well  under  the  conditions  which  have  sur- 
rounded it.  The  congregation  is  very  small  and  the  church  debt  is 
very  laige.  in  view  thereof  the  creditors  have  become  impatient  and 
say  that  this  Conference  must  come  to  the  rescue  of  the  congregation 
or  they  will  have  to  resort  to  other  means  to  get  their  money.  I 
have  succeeded  in  prevailing  with  some  of  our  creditors  to  spare  us 
until  the  meeting  of  this  Conference  and  I  would  see  if  there  was  not 
a  possibility  of  getting  them  some  money.  Rev.  Carthran  is  about 
the  only  man  in  the  Conference,  in  my  opinion,  that  can  stay  in  Reids- 
ville and  accomplish  the  work  of  the  church.  Of  course  he  has  done 
it  at  the  expense  of  his  own  salary,  and  exclusively  for  the  Church's 
sake. 

Asheboro  Mission  is  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Thomas  "Walker, 
who  indeed  has  accomplished  a  very  excellent  work,  when  we  consider 
the  small  membership  of  only  twelve;  he  like  a  valiant-hearted  soldier 
siood  at  his  post  of  duty.  Notwithstanding  the  membership  is  small, 
they  are  loyal  to  the  core.  They  are  now  preparing  to  biuld  a  new- 
church  edifice,  and  therefore  ask  this  Conference  to  assist  them.  Rev. 
Walker  deserves  much  credit. 

North  Greensboro  Mission — Rev.  G.  W.  Verbal,  pastor  in  charge. 
This  is  one  of  the  recently  organized  points,  and  to  my  agreeable  sur- 
prise is  succeedly  admirably  well.  I  think  with  the  proper  pastoral 
care  this  is  destined  to  become  a  strong  point.  Rev.  Verbal  seems  to 
like  his  people  very  well  and  therefore  his  people  hear  his  voice. 

East  Greensboro  Mission — Rev.  G.  M.  Foster,  pastor.  This  work 
has  prospered  about  as  well  as  could  be  expected  under  the  condi- 
tions.   Rev.  Foster  is  zealous  in  his  efforts  to  have  this  point  succeed. 

High  Point  Mission  is  pastored  by  Rev.  P.  H.  Holt,  who  has  done 
remarkably  well.    He  is  destined  to  become  a  strong  Gospel  preacher.

EDUCATIONAL  REPORT. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Wesiern  N.  C.  Conference: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen — Greeting:  In  an  attempt  to  make  a  report 
on  Education,  we  beg  to  say  that  this  is  a  subject  of  great  concern  tc 
the  whole  country  and  one  which  invites  the  most  critical  observation* 
of  both  pessimist  and  optimist. 

We  are  living  today  in  an  age  of  ideas,  an  age  of  thought,  an  age  of 
activities,  an  age  of  accomplishments.  The  world  today  has  a  stand- 
ing invitation  to  men  who  think  and  who  can  bring  things  to  pass. 

In  other  words  there  is  little  or  no  room  for  the  dwarf,  the  man 
without  an  idea  or  the  man  who  has  not  the  ability  to  convert  thought 
into  assets.  In  order  that  one  may  gain  a  recognized  place  in  the 
world  and  hold  it.  he  must  make  a  contribution  of  thought,  or  he  mus: 
be  able  to  saiisfy  his  contempcraries  or  those  to  follow  that  he  is 
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able  to  do  something  more  than  simply  execute  the  orders  that  may 
be  given  him. 

Man  has  important  and  significant  distinctions  which  establish  the 
:;ict  of  his  superiority  above  the  ariiraals  of  the  lower  order,  such  as 
reason,  conscience  and  others  which  we  do  cot  take  time  to  name. 

Inasmuch  as  God  created  man  in  His  image  and  likeness  and  gave 
him  dominion  over  the  earth  and  its  creatures,  with  the  express  com-" 
mand  to  him  to  subdue  it.  it  is  plainly  evident  that  in  order  to  subdue 
this  great  world  in  which  we  live,  and  to  replenish  it,  and  cause  it 
to  multiply,  requires  thought,  it  requires  wisdom  and  knowledge. 

We  talk  about  wisdom,  knowledge  and  intellectual  progress  and 
development,  but  all  of  these  terms  may  be  and  are  comprehended  in 
this  one  word.,  viz:  Education — a  drawing  out  of  finer  and  Letter  quali- 
ties in  man. 

The  world  is  calling  today  as  never  before  for  men  with  broad 
minds,  men  who  can  and  will  subdue  this  terrestial  ball  upon  which 
we  live,  men  who  have  acquainted  themselves  with  the  human  family 
and  its  needs,  men  who  know  hew  10  harness  not  only  forces  in  na- 
ture, but  the  forces  of  mind  and  character  and  circumstances  as  well, 
and  how  to  pull  the  reins  so  as  to  insure  movement  in  the  right  direc- 
tion and  at  the  right  time,  with  such  progress  as  will  result  in  accom- 
plishing something  in  this  world. 

We  must  do  something  if  we  would  be  remembered  after  we  shall 
have  quit  the  shores  of  time. 

The  A.  M.  E.  Church,  of  which  we  have  the  distinguished  honor  of 
being  members,  has  long  since  registered  herself  as  committed  to  this 
great  work  of  education,  and  has  expressed  it  in  the  establishing  and 
maintaining  of  such  schools  as  "Wilberforce,"  "Morris  Brown,"  "West- 
ern University,"  "Paul  Quinn  College,"  "Edward  Waters,"  "Payne- 
University,"  "Allen  University,"  "Bethel  Institute"  in  South  Africa, 
Kittrell  College,  and  others  that  we  don't  take  time  to  name. 

Our  work  may  not  have  met  the  success  it  so  richly  deserved  at 
all  times,  but  as  ministers  and  members  of  this  great  church  we  beg 
to  advise  on  behalf  of  this  committee  that  our  work  as  a  church  is 
but  in  its  infancy.  Our  work  in  the  educating  of  our  people  has  only 
begun,  we  are  in  the  morning  of  our  educational  work  and  activities, 
we  are  but  laying  the  foundation  upon  which  unborn  generations  must 
build.    Why  not  do  this  work  well? 

The  world  demands  of  you  the  same  qualifications  to  do  a  given 
work  that  it  does  of  other  men,  and  why  not  strive  for  the  highest 
possible  attainments  in  your  chosen  calling? 

It  makes  little  difference  whether  you  are  a  farmer  or  a  mechanic 
or  a  professional  man,  an  author,  a  poet  or  a  pastor,  if  you  would 
make  your  mark  in  life  and  write  your  name  with  indelible  charac- 
ters, that  stand  out  in  bold  relief  that  the  sons  of  men  though  yet  un- 
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hxpfh,  'aB  Xt&$  rcme  upon  the  nTena  of  life,  "may  read  as  they  run, 
snd  run  as  they  read,"  let  each  and  every  one  bestir  himself  to  living 
^activ-ly  that  wlB  be  expressed  in  visible  assets,  such  as  churches, 
3d stituticns  of  learning,  and  men  and  women  whose  life  and  work  for 
;good,  will  tang  up  to  Cod  a  harvest  of  splendid  units. 

As  to  "a  minute  rehearsal  of  the  accomplishments  of  out  various 
institutions,  we  leave  to  our  Commissioner  of  Bducation,  who  is  to 
speak  tcm.'lA  We  urge,  however,  that  each  pastor  going  down  from 
Uhis  Annual  Conference  pledge  himself  to  the  unstinted  support  of 
Kittrell  College,  that  she  may  he  emancipated  from  debt  and  he  a 
Jight  house  permanently  established,  that  the  sons  of  earth  in  years 
to  ccme  -may  rise  and  call  you  "blessed.1"'
